?C85,000 blind loan 
standing against 


the Equitable society on. the books oil 
the Mercantile Trust company. 


The loan stood in the names of Jor? 


dan and James \V. Alexander as trus- 
tees until a few days ago, when the 
state authorities ordered that it be 
taken up by the society. 


Jordan is to be succeeded, tempo- 


rarily at least, by William A. Day, who 
was the auditor of the United 'States 
treasury for four years when Grover 
Cleveland was president, and who at 
present is assistant attorney general 
of the United States. 


Mr. .Day probably will enter upon 


his new duties at once, although h;s 
resignation, when accepted by the 
president, may i:6t take effect until 
September 1. 


Cleveland Picks New Man. 


Mr. Day, it is suggested, may have 


.been the choice of Former President 
Cleveland, of whom Mr. Day has been 
a personal friend for many years, and 
-he is personally-well known to Chair- 
man Morton. Mr. Day was formerly 
a special attorney for the interstate 
commerce commission, and since h"s 
appointment in the department of ju:;- 
tlce has been closely Identified with 
the litigation of the federal govern- 


. ment against the railroads and against 


the western..beef packing interests. 


Mr. .Tqrdun has .been in the service 


of the Equitable for many years. He 
•was comptroller for almost ten years. 
He was receiving a salary of $35,000 
a year. He was one of the i'ew'di- 
rectors Of the old board who qualified 
through the actual ownership of five 
shares of the society's capital stock. 
He was a member of the. executive 
committee of the board of directors, 
but undoubtedly will lose his place oil 
that committee, if he remains on. th 
directorate, which 
Is

likely.

• Westinghouse Offers Solution. 
George Westinghouse, one of ,the 


three trustees of the Equitable major- 
ity stock bought-'frojn James Hasten 
Hyde by Thomas F. Ryan, came out 
with a suggested reorganization of .the. 
society, which, he declares, in his opin- 
ion will afford the real solution ol! the 
society's difficulties. 
His proposition 


contemplates the stock control of the 
society by 5,000 policy holders, each 
policy holder to be limited^ to the pur- 
chase of one share of stock.

Will Demand a; Parliament. 


The congress is to discuss a plan 


of government for Russia modeled 
upon'the British or German* systems. 
Its principal features are: 


1. The czar to retain the right to 


veto all 'legislation, without any ex- 
pressed limitation of his prerogatives 
as a sovereign. He is to retain com- 
mand of the army and navy. 


2. ' A cabinet on the British model, 


with a kanzler or prime minister at 
the head; the prime minister to be 
summoned, by the czar and "to select 
the cabinet ministers. 


3. A'parliament- of-two- chambers 


.of S40 members to be elected; repre- 
senting the .whole empire without re- 
gard to creed or race.

4. Legislation to^ rest with parlia- 


ment alone; in the event of persistent 
rejection in one chamber of a bill ini- 
tiated in the other, a joint assembly 
of both to settle it. 


5. National finances are placed un- 


der control of the chambers, whose1 
members will have the right to im- 
peach the ministers.

the 'most insidious scourges known to 
civilization. 


It' may be that only a queen infests- 


a building. 
She comes unnoticed, 


seeking wood and darkness, burying 
herself during the day and traveling 
at night. Soon she comes to a house, 
and begins gnawing her way into a 
foundation post. 


With a faint scraping sound the 


pincers of the'solitary insect move to 
and fro across the surface. 
Particle 


by particle the wood ' is eaten, 
and 


. gradually the body of the -worker dis- 
appears into the piece attacked. 


As the .queen -eats, she passes the 


excretion behind her and this she- con- 
sumes time after time until the .only 
trace of the wood removed is an al- 
most imperceptible powder.which may 
be blovin away by the lightest "wind. 


Every day for weeks 
the queen

eggs, which quickly hatch. Gradually 
the colony advances, eating to the

ants as they are headed by a king 
and queen; the onlyv -winged members 
of the race. Thero are also workers 
and soldiers. In Africa they

BUT GOOD CROPS 


AGRICULTURALSECRETARY TRUE 


MAKES PROMISING REPORT. 


DISCUSSES 
HAY 
HARVEST 


States Conditions of 
This 
Much 


Mooted Crop as Reported to 


Him—Hot Weather Liked. 


John M. True, 
secretary 
of.

state board of agriculture, has is- 
sued his monthly state crop report 
for Julv. 
from, information he Jlas 


ruceiveu 
from . his 
correspondents 


'throughout the state - he 
announces 


that 
notwithstanding the 
unusual 


number of rainy days during,the past 
month and the excessive amount of 
rain which fell, the crops of the state 
are in a generuly favorable condition 
and prospects for a good production 
are encouraging. The report follows: 


"The month ending July 15 was es- 


pecially notable 
for its number, of 


rainy days, as much as for the exces- 
sicve amount of rain that fell. 
The 


weather also was almost universally 
cold. Nevertheless crops, as a whole, 
have made excellent growth since our 
last report, and are generally 
in a 


healthful; 
thriving 
condition. 
The 


.most discouraging feature of farm op- 
'erations was the hindrance to secur- 
ing- the large hay crop; and the ex- 
tensive loss df that whicli was cut, by 
continuous rains, -also, the 
loss, in 


value of the crop from the inability 
to secure it in its proper state of 
growth. 


"No good hay weather1 occurred in 


the northern division of the state, he- 
fore the 9th' uf 
the present month, 


and in the central and southern di- 
visions before the 12th. 
Up to this 


time about one-fourth 
of the tame 


hay crop of the state 
had- been cut. 


Much "of this was practical}- ruined, 
and very, little of 
it was 
secured 


without decided loss. 
Much of the 


tame grass now standing, especially 
elover.'-'is over ripe, and has lost a 
considerable percentage of its feed- 
ing value. 
Should the warm fair 


weather of the past few days continue 
for a week, much of-the remaining 
crop will. be. secured, as its ripe con- 
dition enables it to be rapidly cured. 
Marshes are generally too wet for 
cutting, and with'the lo-ss of. tame 
hay already met, there :s no question 
but that good hay will bear satisfac- 
tory 
prices 
before 
another 
crop 


grows.

Pasture's Good. 


"Conditions have been favorable for 


pastures and they are reported-in ex- 
cellent shape. 
.Live stock is thriv- 


ing, 
and dairy interests continue to 


'boom.' Winter grains are now being 
cut, and the prospective yield is good. 
There is little complaint of rust .in 
spring grains—the 
greatest 
danger 


being from overgrowth, and lodging in 
'oats. 
Spring wheat is not as satis- 


factory a crop tins season as winter 
wheat, which is fine. Barley is ripen- 
ing nicely, some fields having already 
been cut. 
Notwithstanding the un- 


favorable outlook for corn last month; 
—and the absence 
of typical - corn 


weather since, the crop has flourished 
remarkably, and is now close up to 
normal 
conditions. 
Early 
planted 


fields are already tasseling, and later 
fields growing' rapidly. 
The outlook 


for tins cropx-is now 
much better 


than at the same time of season iu 
any of the past three seasons. 


Potatoes 'Not Promising. 


"The condition of the potato crop 


is not especially 
promising. Much 


seed has rotted, and the replanted 
fields are late and the stand uneven. 
The reports from the 'potato belt' of 
the state give a percentage of about 
SO. -Tobacco is unusually small, but 
there is a1 good stand and the plants 
are growing rapidly. The season has 
not been favorable for the cultivation 
of sugar beets, and much hand work 
has been necessary in weeding. Peas 
have been injured by excessively rainy 
weather, and do not promise a full 
crop. 
Small fruits now maturing are 


an excellent crop of good quality. 


Many Apples Lost. 


1 "Apples are falling badly, and it is 
difficult to predict the . extent and 
quality of the crop at this time. Dur- 
ing the past month a severe hail and 
wind storm did extensive damage to 
crops, buildings, windmills, etc., 
in 


portions of Crawford, 
Grant, 
Iowa, 


and Dane counties, but the loss was 
not sufficient to materially affect crop 
percentages from those counties.

HIGHER SALARY 


.Holds That Chief Statistician 


Should Be Placed Beyond 


Temptation, 


TAKES CHARGE OF THE BUREAU 


Secretary of Agriculture Will Super- 


vise Crop Reports Until He Secures 
Swvices of Graft and Scandal Proof 


Man. 


"Washington, 
July 
20,—Secretary 


"Wilson lias concluded that the salary 
paid the chief statistician of the ag- 
ricultural department is not large 
enough to induce a man above sus- 
picion : to accept the office, and'-will 
recommend that congress increase tha 
pay. from. $3,500 to $5,000. He wants a 
graft-proof statistician, and until con- 
gress acts will hold himself person- 
ally responsible i'or the crop reports, 
having declared. 'that if any further 
scandal crops out the charges' must 
be leveled at him. 


There will be no hurry about ap- 


pointing a successor to Hyde until 
congress has authorized an. increase 
in the pay of the statistician. In the 
meantime it is expected that President 
Roosevelt and the secretary will have 
ample time to scour the country for a 
high grade .man. 


Plans Complete Reorganization. 


There .will be a complete reorganiza- 


tion of the statistical bureau by Assist- 
ant' Secretary Hayes, if he decides, 
after investigation, that such a course 
Is necessary. President Roosevelt, in 
agreeing to the temporary appoint- 
ment of Mr. Hayes, decided to give 
him.full powers In the premises to do 
everything in his power to remove the 
stigma placed on the bureau by the 
cotton leak scandal. He has been ad- 
vised that he may. have what clerical 
force "lie needs and that any clerks 
•whose services are undesirable may 
be dismissed without delay. In view 
of these powers conferred upon ^ the 
new official, there will be a complete 
reorganization o£ the bureau, as well 
as a radical change in'the methods of 
compiling the report. 


To Defy Suspicion. 


Mr. Wilson desires to give notice 


to the country that when he appoints 
a successor to Mr. Hyde he will be a 
person who has no connection what- 
ever with the stock jobbers, and be- 
fore a selection is made, it will be up- 
proved by the president. 


Mr. Wilson has not 'yet finally de- 


cided whether there will be a new 
June crop report issued. He is anx- 
ious to have this done,-but there is 
a laclc of funds, and the agent* who 
perform this duty are now engaged 
oh other work. The question has been 
referred to Assistant Secretary Hayes' 
for his decision. 


A rumor has been circulated that 


•when congress assembles a movement 
will.be started to have the crop gath- 
ering bureau transferred to the de- 
partment of commerce and labor in or- 
der/to secure a more complete reor- 
ganization. 


Senator Dolliver of Iowa, a warm 


personal friend of Secretary Wilson, 
is slated for the chairmanship of the 
senate committee on agriculture. He 
lias made a study of the methods tf 
crop reporting, and it is known that 
he is opposed 
unalterably to 'any 


change of the character suggested.

DYNAMITE EXPLOSION 


KILLS MINERS IN IOWA 


MOTHER MURDERS BABE 


TO SPITE HER HUSBAND 


Two Men are Blown to Pieces When 


the Treacherous Stuff Is Touched 


Off by Lightning. 


Des .Moines, la., July 20.—Five mill- 


ers were blown to pieces by the explo 
sicm of twenty-five pounds of dynamite 
in a storage 'powder 
house at the 


West Riverside coal mine, two miles 
west of the city, at G o'clock Wednes> 
day morning. The dead are: Charles 
Brown, Luke Miller, Harry Belknap, 
Dell Vance, George Arrowood. 


Heads, arms arid limbs were scat- 


tered around for a distance of 500 
feet. Not a s'oul knew of the explo- 
sion until the appearance oil the day 
shift at C:30, when the horrible spec- 
tacle presented Itself. The men, fiva 
in' number, were engaged in sinking 
a new shaft and during the early morn- 
ing hour a' severe rainstorm came up, 
which compelled the 
men • to stop 


work. 


They sought shelter from the storm 


in the jpowder house. 
While in the 


house the lightning struck a,tree near 
the building and from there ran to 
the house, igniting the dynamite as 
well as two kegs of powder. 


Not a piece'of wood larger than "a 


foot long remains of the building. Tha 
nearest house is1 800 feet away and 
the inmates knew .nothing of the ac- 
cident, attributing the noise to ttfl 
bolt of lightning.
